Illustrated 
with charts, drawings, and half tones.

Not limiting herself to the usual trite guide- 
book data, the author gives a chatty, informal 
introduction to New York, with personal 
anecdotes, fascinating odd bits of history, and 
stories of well-known people. A map would 
have increased the book’s value. 


Fallon, Carlos. A variety of Fallon. Little, 
$3. November 8. 


A native of Colombia, reared in New Orleans, 
a veteran of both the Colombian navy and 
the U.S. army, gives a colorful account of his 
life. Some of his boyish pranks would seem 
incredible if the first pages had not demon- 
strated that a family descended from the 
Irish Fallons and several Spanish strains 
(including a conquistador and an Indian 
girl) could not be otherwise than delightfully 
mad, as well as capable of coping with almost 
anything. Aside from its humor, this is in- 
teresting as a presentation of a Latin-Ameri- 
can who is equally at home in Spanish and 
American cultures. 


Hokinson, Helen Elna. The ladies, God 
a ’em. 10% in. Dutton, $2.75. Novem- 
er 3. 


These cartoons from the New Yorker are ac- 
companied by an appreciation by John Mason 
Brown, and a personal memoir by James 
Reid Parker who was for many years Mrs. 
Hokinson’s friend and collaborator. 


Johnson Malcolm. Crime on the labor 
front. McGraw-Hill, $3. November 9. 


The inroads of gangsters and racketeers into 
American labor unions are examined by a 
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New York reporter. The Stage Employees 
Union in Hollywood, the Building Service 
Employees Union in Chicago, the Teamsters 
Union in Philadelphia, and several other 
unions from various parts of the country are 
presented as short case studies in corruption; 
the International Longshoremen’s Union in 
New York is studied in detail, with airing of 
the political and business tie-up, murder, 
bribery, extortion, blackmail, and faulty hir- 
ing practices involved. Some of the material 
is drawn from the author’s series of articles 
in the New York Sun; the style is not sensa- 
tional, and there is no condemnation of unions 
in general, only of the racketeering and gang- 
sterism that have been allowed to take over 
in some. 


Khan, Liaquat Ali. Pakistan, the heart 
of Asia.

“Speeches in the United States and Canada, 
May and June 1950—by the Prime Minister 
of Pakistan.”—Subtitle. Although repetition 
is inevitable in the speeches and one gives 
all the desired information on any topic, the 
reader can glean from them a fairly clear 
picture of the reasons for the creation of 
Pakistan, the way it is establishing itself as 
a nation, and its objectives, national and in- 
ternational. An interesting appendix by the 
author’s wife gives a glimpse of what the 
women of Pakistan are doing. 


MeWilliams, Carey. Witch hunt: the re- 
vival of heresy. Little, $3.50. November 
22. 


A vigorous denunciation of anti-Communist 
heresy hunts, of loyalty purges, and of the 
invisible social and economic pressures being 
brought to bear upon political dissenters. 
The author sketches the history of persecu- 
tion from the time of the Inquisition, ex- 
amines the cases of the Universities of Wash- 
ington, California, and Chicago, the Holly- 
wood writers and government employees; he 
excoriates the tendency to attack new ideas 
and the attempt at control of educators and 
institutions by businessmen and _ politicians. 
The closing chapters examine the psychology 
of dogma and heresy and the dangers in- 
herent in attacking communism with nega- 
tive totalitarian methods.

This helpful reference book gives short 


sketches of 575 contemporary American 
novelists who have had at least two novels 
published; exception has been made for a 
few who have written only one outstanding 
novel.

The 
length of sketches varies but most are quite 
brief, giving only salient facts of birthplace, 
education, occupations, activities, and favorite 
theme or subject, followed by an annotated 
listing of the author’s works.

The _ book’s 
greatest usefulness may be in_ identifying 
the less well-known current novelists for 
students and reviewers.

Through his tabloid 
newspapers William aimed at controlling 
opinion, so that the U.S. should supersede 
England as a world power; his motives were 
rooted in his experiences at an English 
boarding school in China where his snobbish 
soul learned to look upon his American mis- 
sionary background as a stigma. William’s 
none-too-cordial relations with his sister 
Henrietta suffered. when she married Clem, 
for the Millers, of Faith Mission, had been 
little better than beggars. After his family 
had died in the Boxer rebellion, Clem had 
returned to the U.S., made money in spite 
of himself, and ultimately gave his life for his 
dream of feeding the hungry world.

Although he wanted only a farmer’s life, 
David Treloar, son and brother of smugglers 
on the English coast, was obliged to flee 
England when the gang was caught. Reach- 
ing France during the Revolution he saw 
the Terrorists come to power, saw the execu- 
tion of the king, and became a friend and 
helper of Tom Paine. Again he had to run 
for his life, this time in disguise with his 
French wife, whose shrewdness in bargaining 
with the English authorities over secret 
French papers bought him pardon and res- 
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toration of his farm. Restrained historical 
fiction, readable without resorting to sensa- 
tionalism. 


Masters, John. Nightrunners of Bengal.

In May of 1857 the native Indian soldiers 
mutinied in Bengal, slaughtering even the 
wives and children of their British com- 
manders. Captain Rodney Savage saw his 
wife killed, but well-disposed natives helped 


him rescue his injured two-year-old son. 
Two other survivors, cockney Mrs. Hatch 
and Caroline Langford, formerly one of 
Florence Nightingale’s nurses, joined the 


father and son as they toiled toward safety 
through the territory of the hostile Rani of 
Kishanpur, reaching an English garrison in 
time for the decisive battle. Fast-paced and 
violent. 


Molloy, Robert. Pound foolish. Lippin- 
cott, $3. November 22. 
Miss Julie Gerard of Pride’s way (Boox- 


LIST 41: 269, My 15 45), old but still domineer- 
ing, apears again in this story of Charleston 
in 1914, but she is a minor character; the 
center of the stage belongs to Henri Lemay 
and his adopted niece Leonie. Henri is 
poverty-stricken after sending Leonie to 
college; his conservatism is almost a vice and 
his devotion to Charleston, its old families and 
its proprieties of a past day is fanatic. To 
him Leonie’s independence is an_ affliction 
not to be tolerated, and her friendship with 
a man named Lincoln is an affront to the 
South. The minor tragedies of this comedy 
of manners appear petty rather than quaint, 
and even the near disaster of a_ business 
swindle by a stranger Henri had introduced 
is in a minor key.

Both the likable and the disagreeable charac- 
ters are comfortably realistic in this story 
of a present-day family in a Maine coastal 
village.

In her practical way Jen de- 
cides to put her good cooking ability to use 
by taking summer guests into the large old 
family home but meets the opposition of 
Guy’s oldest sister and her false family pride.
